This  is  the  last  season  of  the  Mur 
ris  canal,  once  almost  the  greatest 
waterway  in  the  country  ami  one  of 
the  most  interesting  engineering  feiits 
of  the  world.  The  Lehigh  Vulfey 
Railroad  ('oinmuy  that  has  for  mam 
years  been  the  owner  yf  the  canal  Is 
aboiit-fo  abandon  it  because  it  can  no 
longer  lie  worked  at  a  profit  in  com 
petition  with  tin*  several  railroads 
that  lew  parallel  its  course  from  flu- 
coal  regions  to  the  sealioard. 

The  construction  of  the  canal  was 
authorized  by  the  New  Jersey  Is-gis 
l.itiire  iu  1S24,  and  the  Morris  ("atml

IKiise  of  maintaining  the  canal  has 
kept  rates  so  high  that  there  was  no 
[Mssibility  of  competing  with  the  rail 
roads -for  •ordinary  freight  traffic. 

The  abandonment  of  the  canal  will 
throw  hundreds  of  uu-n  out  of  employ 
m.ent,  and  will  make  useless  the  pe 
culiar  DiaLs,  made  in  two  pieces  and 
hinged  in  the  centre  so  as1  to  pass 
over  the  plam-s  without  breaking 
tl.eir  backs  These  an  awkward  to 
manage  even  on  the  canal,  and  cannot 
stand  rough  water  at  all.  They  will 
lie  good  for  nothing  but  firewood  af 
ter  the  canal  is  abandoned.  A  part 
of  the  canal  will  prohalijv  lie  used  to 
carry  water  pipes  for  a  new  supply 
for  Jersey  Cii\  and  Newark,  for  the 
furnishing  of  which  a  company  orga<  - 
iz«*d  under  the  protection  of  the  Le 
iiigli  Valley  Railroad  is  already  bid 
ding.  The  rest  of  the  canal  w  ill  proli 
•ibly  be  abaiidonc<l  outright,  and  part¬ 
ially,  at  least,  filled  up.  If  the  “ditch 
is  kept  open  the  company  will  have  to 
maintain  the  bridges  over  it,  and  that 
woi.hl  cost  more  than  the  narrow 
strip  of  land  is  ever  likely  to  be  worth
